We notice by our dispatches that the 
River and Harbor bill finally pasted the 
United States Senate y esterday after a re­ 
duction of twenty -five 
p er cent, on all 
the appropriations. This bill contains, 
as our readers understand, the appropri 
ation for commencing work on the Hen 
nepin canal, but the amount named is 
really , we mig ht say , nominal and there 
fore the reduction of twenty -five per cent, 
will make but little difference with it and 
is very satisfactory , as we only desired, 
or hoped, to have the g overnment at this 
session of eoag ress recog nize the g reat 
important work; as with even such s 
starter it will g o on to completion with­ 
out any doubt. The reduction on the en­ 
tire bill is made, probably , to satisfy the 
President and therefore g ain his sanction 
to the measure; and while it makes not 
much difference with the portion that we 
are interested in it does make a 
1 eduction 
of about four million of dollars in the en­ 
tire appropriation. 
During many y ears 
T he T ele g ra p h has anx iously watched 
the closing day s of cong ress, hoping each 
time that the Hennepin canal would be 
recog onized 
by the Government, until, 
to be candid, we 
had learned fully 
to recog uize the meaning of the words of 
the g reat Book of Books that “hope de­ 
ferred maketh the heart sick;“ and we 
all beg an to consider our representatives 
in cong ress who bad so freq uently talked 
so hopefully as of that class 
"Who palter with as ia a do able » ease 
That keep the wo rd o fpro « t§ e to o ar ear 
Ao d break it to o ar ho pe." 
But we can truly say that in all these 
y ears.we never knew the prospect of the 
Hennepin canal to be better than it is to­ 
day . 
Every thing in that behalf is work­ 
ing like a charm. 
We do not believe af­ 
ter the decided stand thattho senate has 
taken in fay or of the Hennepin canal ap­ 
propriation that the Lower House of 
Cong ress will consider it q uite safe to 
strike out the appropriation for that g reat 
work. It has been the fear of the friends 
of the River and Harbor bill that the 
President would put his veto upon it 
when it had passed, but it may bo that 
the reduction of twenty -five percent, will 
be the means of g aining his sanction to 
the bill.

GREEN-ROOM NOTES AND GOS S IP 


Henry 
Irving Pa ys a 
Glo wing 
Trib ute 
to His Illustrio us Pred ecesso rs 


o n the Sta g e.

Henry Trv inpr recently deliv ered a 
lecture befo re the Univ ersity o f Ox fo rd, 
England, taking fo r his subject, “ Our 
Old Acto rs. ” 
He refrained fro m at­ 
tempting any elabo rate literary effo rt, 
and co nfined himself strictly to that as­ 
pect 
o f 
the 
subject 
upo n 
which 
he 
is 
so 
eminently 
qualified 
to 
speak 
with 
autho r­ 
ity . 
After say ing that the o nly alma 
mater he ev er had was the hard stage 
o f a co untry theater, and giv ing a few 
reminiscences o f a prev io us appearance 
in the Ox fo rd Theater, Mr. Irv ing co n­ 
tinued : 
“ What I pro po se to say to y o u is 
so mething abo ut fo ur o f o ur greatest 
acto rs in the past, each o f who m may 
be termed representativ e o f an im­ 
po rtant perio d in the annals o f o ur 
natio nal drama. 
Burbage, Betterto n, 
Garrick, and Kean were the fo ur great­ 
est champio ns in their respectiv e times 
o f nature in co ntradistinctio n to arti­ 
ficiality . ” 
Air. Irv ing then entered upo n an ac­ 
co unt o f the stage-life o f each o f these 
acto rs, any alzing 
their metho ds and 
attempting to disco v er the effect their 
acting had upo n their audiences, the 
who le fo rming a dramatic study o f 
great interest fo r its insight and sy m­ 
pathy . 
Of the fo ur, the study o f Kean 
is much the mo re interesting, partly , 
no *do ubt, because Air. Irv ing is po s­ 
sessed o f info rmatio n abo ut his life, 
bo th public and priv ate, 
which has 
nev er y et been published. 
He said: 
“ Kean ex ercised o v er his audiences a 
fasc inatio n which has pro bably nev er 
been ex ercised by any o ther acto r. 
Garrick was no do ubt his superio r in 
parts o f high co medy . 
Ho was mo re 
po lished, mo re v iv acio us: his manner 
was mo re distinguished, his v ersatility 
mo re1 striking. 
In such parts as Ua- 
rio lamis o r Ho lla, 
Jo hn Kemble ex ­ 
celled him, but in Shy lo ek, in llichard, 
in lago , abo v e all in Othello , it may be 
do ubted whether Kean ev er had an 
equal. 
As far as o ne can judge, no t 
hav ing seen Kean o neself, fro m the 
many criticisms ex tant, written by the 
mo st intellectual men, and fro m the ac­ 
co unts o f tho se who saw 
him in his 
prime, he was, to my mind la* it said, 
witho ut any disparagement to o ther 
great acto rs, the greatest genius o ur 
stage has ev er seen. 
Unequal he may 
hav e been, perhaps o ften so ; but there 
were mo ments in his acting which were, 
witho ut ex aggeratio n, mo ments o f in­ 
spiratio n. 
As Sir Giles Ov erreach, a 
character 
almo st dev o id o f 
po etry , 
Kean’s acting display ed with such po w­ 
erful, relentless truth the depths o f a 
cruel, av aricio us man baffled in all his 
v ilest schemes, that the effect he pro ­ 
duced was abso lutely awful. 
As no 
bird but the eagle can lo o k witho ut 
blinking o n the sun, so no ne but tho se 
who , in the sacred priv acy o f their imag­ 
inatio ns had sto o d face to face with the 
m ightifst 
sto rms o f human passio n 
co uld understand such a perfo rmance.” 


Ao is p a n d A p p la u s e , 


An English acto r, who se tempera­ 
ment may apparently be set do wn as 
mo re delicate than that o f the majo rity 
o f bis co untry men, has written a letter 
to a theatrical paper, wherein he takes 
it upo n himself to enter a pro test 
against v ehement and no isy applause. 
“ To a sensitiv e and imaginativ e tem ­ 
perament,” he say s, “ any no ise is pain­ 
ful and disturbing.” 
He o bjects es­ 
pecially to “ the mere stamping o f ho b­ 
nailed sho es, the whacking o f sticks, 
and shrieking #f cat-calls;” these In* re­ 
gards as degrading to the acto r. 
The 
id ea is no t, o f co urse, entirely no v el to 
a generatio n fav o red with the teachings 
o f Richard Wagner, but it is interesting 
as co ming fro m a member o f the pro ­ 
fessio n rather than fro m the play ­ 
wright, since the latter might be sup- 
p< sed to care less fo r the feelings o f the 
play er than fo r the co ntinuity o f bis 
p iece*. 
Tim acto r who m we hav e quo ted is, 
h o w . v er, far fro m go ing so far as did 
Wagner in this matter, since he ap­ 
p ro v es spo ntaneo us and respectful ex ­ 
pressio ns o f warm feelings o n the part 
o f an audience, its tears o r bursts o f 


laughter, its murmurs o f heartfelt ap­ 
pro batio n, its spo ntaneo us 
sho uts o f 
“ brav o !" and the rising to the feet and 
the wav ing o f handkerchiefs, which 
salute the play er when he co mes befo re 
the curtain. 
In faet, it is no t quite 
easy to detect where o ur y o ung acto r 
draws the line. 
He is go o d eno ugh to 
admit the legitimacy o f inv o luntary 
demo nstratio ns—such as spring fro m 
the unco ntro llable impulse o f the mo ­ 
ment; and y et he repudiates stamping, 
stick-whacking, 
and cat-calls, which 
are usually the o utco me o f unco ntro lla­ 
ble and inv o luntary feeling.

Resto re the blo o d to the brain 
and instantly the perso n reco v ers. No w% 
tho ugh the blo o d is pro pelled to all 
parts o f the bo dy by the actio n o f the 
Teart, y et it is still under the influence 
)f the laws o f gruv itio n. 
In the erect 
po sitio n the blo o d ascends to the head 
¿ gainst grav itatio n, and the supply to 
¿ he brain is diminished as co mpared 
v ith the recumbent po sitio n, the heart’s 
julsatio n being equal. If,then, y o u place 
i perso n sitting who se heart has nearly 
leased to beat, his brain will faif to 
receiv e the blo o d; while if y o u lay him 
lo wn with the head lo wer than the 
leart, blo o d will run into the brain by 
mere fo rce o f grav ity , and in fainting, 
n sufficient quantity to resto re co n­ 
scio usness. 
Indeed, nature teaches us 
io w to manage fainting perso ns, 
fo r 
hey alway s fall and frequently are at 
nice resto red by the recumbent po sitio n 
nto which they are thro wn.

N. Y., July 17.—George W. White, an Os­ 
wego barber who came hare Thursday with 
the announced intention of swimming the 
rapids Friday morning, clad in a cork suit 
About three-quarters of an inch thick , 
failed to k eep his engagement up to I0:S0 
a . 
m. 
In an interview with 
a United Press 
reporter late Friday evening White said 
that he had successfully swum the Lachine 
rapids on the S t Lawrence, and added: 
-The whirlpool rapids are much worse, 
but with my cork suit, 1 can get through 
all right 
1 went down along the bank 
here and had the folk s point out where 
Capt Webb was k illed. 
His mistak e was 
in try ing to dive through the mountain of 
foam where two outside currents of the 
river surge to a peak . 
There is a sunk en 
rock there against which he struck . 
In 
mak ing my attempt I will simply float on 
the surface and will savo my strength to 
push away from any rock a 
If, as peopls 
say , I will be suck ed under the surfaoe by 
the undertow, I can stand it for fivs min­ 
utes. 
The current will carry me along bet­ 
ter underneath and it would be Mst, for 
the passage occupies only four minutes.” 
A by stander expressing a disbelief that 
White could do any such thing. A pail was 
quick ly filled with water and White im­ 
mersed his head in it for four minutea 
“You fellows need not think I am fooling” 
he said, “for I intend to go through. It will 
k nock Graham and his barrel sk y high and 
ho will not have 
a chance to exhibit himself 
much.” 
In reply to a question as to his object In 
mak ing the attempt, White replied: 
“I 
am a poor barber and it I get through 
safely I will mak e a fortune, and if I don’t, 
it will be little loss to ths world.” 
About 9 o’clock Thursday evening White 
heard that Canadian detectives were after 
him and secluded himself. 
Before he went 
away he arranged with a few persons to 
witness his attempt, so that there could be 
no dispute about the feat it he got through. 
The police on the American side say that 
they will not interfere with White. 
At 10 
o’clock Friday morning a crowd of people 
had gathered on the bank expecting White 
to mak e his appearanco. 
L a t e r . —Various reports are in circula­ 
tion about White having been seen on the 
river bank Friday morning, but nothing 
authentic can be learned. 
He has not left 
here by any of the trains, which have been 
carefully watched. 
There is a rumor afloat 
that he made the attempt to swim the 
rapids and has been k illed. 
White told the 
editor of The Niagara Falls Review that if 
he did not show up by 8 o’clock Friday 
afternoon he could write his obituary . 
An 
object which look ed lik e the body of a man 
was seen in the whirlpool about noon, but it 
was suck ed in by the maelstrom beiore its 
nature could bo determined.

Chicaoo , July 17.—The evidence in the 
case of the Anarchists was begun Friday . 
The first witness was Inspector Bonfield, 
who detailed the facte of the riot at the 
Hey mark et as heretofore published, but 
positively swore that Fielden stood behind 
the » peak ing stand and fired at the polios 
until he saw that he was deserted by his 
fellow conspirators. 
The announcement of 
the name of the next witness—Gottfried 
Waller—created consternation among the 
prisoners. 
This witness testified through an 
interpreter that he was a member until 
four months ego, of the “Lehrunf Wehr 
Verein,” and had been drilled in the use of 
arm a 
While a member be attended n 
meeting called by the secret sign in Ths 
Arbeiter Zcitung the night before the riot. 
Engle was there, with seventy or eighty 
others. 
Waller was selected as chairman. 
Engle made a speech in which he said: 
The “northwest 
group” would aid the 
“Verein,” and that in cam of an encounter 
between the strik ers and the polios, the 
Verein should help the strik era When they 
■aw the word “Ruhe” in 
The Zeitung 
they should 
meet armed. 
If 
a riot 
should 
occur, 
the 
polios 
stations 
were to be stormed and the wires cut Then 
every policeman met was to be k illed, and 
the work ingmen called upon to join the 
fight 
The fight waa to be prosecuted with 
dy namite bomba 
Each “group” had been detailed to mak e 
an attack at particular places, all the 
attack s to be made simultaneously . 
It was 
decided to meet at the Hay mark et the next 
night and if the police attempted to dis­ 
perse the meeting they were to be shot The 
word “Ruhe” was only to appear in case of 
downright revolution and was to be the 
signal for the resort to arma 
Tuesday night—the night of the riot— 
Waller attended a meeting of the furniture 
work ers and upon hearing of the explosion 
of the bomb went home, stopping to see 
Engle en route. 
Engle told him that 
Fischer had distributed a large number of 
dy namite bomb* among the “northwest 
group.” Witness himself had one. 
It was 
a piece of pipe si* inches long. 
The mem­ 
bers of the verein were designated by num­ 
ber! 
Witness’ number was 19. 
At this point court adjourned. The states 
attorney say s Waller is carefully guarded 
to prevent his assassination. 


DACEY PAYS THE PENALTY. 


The M urderer o f a C hica g o A lderm a n 
H a ng ed a t W o o dsto ck, HU.

17.—James 
Dacey , the murderer cf Alderman Michael 
Uay ner, of Chicago, was hanged here at 
1*2:85 Friday . 
He made no speech and was 
moderately composed, though during tho 
morning he screamed almost continuously, 
¿md bad his limbs bound to prevent his 
mak ing an assault on any of his attendants. 
The fatal drop occurred a few minutes after 
IS o’clock , and Dacey died without a strug­ 
gle. 
For a few hours before .his execution the 
victim was very contrite, and even called 
fcr his brother, with whom he has been at 
enmity , that he might mak e his peace with 
him. He repeated the primers of the priests 
with them. 
The sacrament was not ad­ 
ministered, as the spiritual advisers who 
k new his condition best thought him in­ 
sane. 
Before the final hour came Dacey 
was so prostrated that be needed assistance 
to reach the gallows. 
The y ard before the jail was filled with a 
populace as if it were a gala day . No scene 
of the k ind ever occurred in McHenry 
county before, and the country people filled 
the streets in wagon loads. 
The trains alio 
brought crowds from neighboring towns 
Quite a delegation of Dacey ’a friends 
from Chicago arrived during the morning 
and were admitted to witness the execu­ 
tion.

Tneir companions extricated 
several, badly if not fatalfy injured.

men whose names are not given are buried 
beneath the wreck in the river and were 
doubtless k illed instantly .

Among the many traditio ns of lo st 
go kl mines, says tho El Paso Live- 
Sto ck Jo u rn a l 
, which are treasured 
up by pro specto rs, is one said to hav e 
been lo cated in the eastern part of New 
Mexico in 1(>€ 0, but which was aban­ 
do ned in the co urse of time, ow’ing to 
the ho stility of the Indians. 
Fro m 
reco rds of the amo unt paid in tithes to 
the Homan Catho lic Church it is esti­ 
mated that the pro duct of this mine 
during the years that it was wo rked 
was mo re than $60,000,000. 
San An- 
to ne set o ut at the beginning of this 
century to disco v er the lo st treasure, 
and actually came upo n the mine in 
1804. 
No t being prepared to wo rk it, 
he and his fo llo wers set o ut fo r a mis­ 
sion on the co ast with an idea of get­ 
ting assistance. 
To guide them back 
to the mine they dro v e stakes on the 
plains, but San Anto ne fell sick where 
the city of San Anto nio now stands 
and died there. 
Indians and desper­ 
ado es murdered his co mpanio ns for 
their go ld, and as the stakes which 
they had set were no t cared fo r they 
soon fell away, and the mine was soon 
lo st once again. 
In the o ld Mexican 
palace in Santa Fe are many reco rds 
giv ing acco unt of the fabulo us riches of 
this mine. 
In o ne of them a priest 
giv es a detailed descriptio n of a v isit 
that he paid to it, and almo st exhausts 
the language in describing the v irgin 
go ld as it appeared to him. 
Sev eral 
pro specting parties hav e go ne in times 
past in search o f the mine, but they 
hav e all returned fo o tso re and weary 
with lo ng jo urneys o v er arid plains, 
and destitute of info rmatio n of v alue. 


T H A D S T E V E N S A S A S U R G E O N . 
Talking recently with a relativ e of 
Thaddeus Stev ens, I learned of an act 
in his yo uth which resembled the sto ic­ 
al hero ism that was taught to the 
yo uths of ancient Greece. 
He was 
bo rn with a club-fo o t, which w’as no t 
o nly malfo rmed but was twisted on one 
side. 
His bro ther, who afterward sat 
on the bench in Vermo nt, was similar­ 
ly disfigured in bo th of his feet.

him, and one day while his family was 
liv ing at Peacham, Caledo nia Co unty, 
where he was bo rn, his mo ther heard 
him gro aning and talking to himself 
just o utside the do o r of the ho use. 
Go ing o ut she had fo und that he had 
taken his club fo o t in his lap and with 
his penknife had deliberately sev ered 
the sho rt tendo ns and was fo rcing the 
fo o t straight, where he bo und it with 
splints on the side, tying them o n with 
his handkerchief which he had to rn into 
shreds, saying meanwhile to himself: 
“I'll fix you if I hav e to cut yo u clear 
off.” 
When his fo o t healed the limb 


hfed been so mewhat straightened, but 
the club-fo o t remained as a defo rmity 
up to his death.— New Yo rk Trib u n e 
.

COURTED 
DEATH. 
Mr. Heagan giv es me a new fact in 
Gen. Lee*s histo ry which is no t gener­ 
ally kno wn in the No rth. He said that 
to ward the clo se of the do wnfall of 
the Co nfederate Go v ernment there was 
a v ery general impressio n amo ng the 
high officials o f the Co nfederacy that 
Gen. Lee intended to lose his life on 
the field of battle. 
This impressio n 
was shared by the officers of Lee’s 
army. 
Gen. Lee nev er lo st an o p­ 
po rtunity of placing himself in a po si­ 
tio n of danger. Gen. Reaean says that 
he dro v e o ut fro m Richmo nd to see Lee 
upo n the day tile principal battle of 
Cold Harbo r was fo ught 
As he came 
up near w here he co uld see Lee’s head­ 
quarters, he saw the shells bursting 
co ntinually aro und his tent and plow- 
ing up the gro und in fro nt of him. 
Some o f the officers asked Mr. Reagan 
to try and persuade General Lee to 
mov e his headquarters behind a piece 
o f timber near by. 
All felt that he 
w as expo sing his life too much. 
Mr. 
Reagan said to General L ee: 
“I do 
no t presume to adv ise any General in 
the midst of a battle, but are yo u no t 
expo sing yo urself to o much? Ought 
yo u no t to go back, nearer yo ur re­ 
serv e?” General Lee said ho had no 
reserv e. 
He had o nly o ne line of men. 
He did no t dare to sho rten his line, for 
fear it wo uld bo turned, and he did 
no t dare to thin it, fo r fear it wo uld be 
bro ken. 
General Lee so ught death 
many times during the clo sing days of 
the war. 
That was the v iew of the 
So uthern leaders then and is still be­ 
liev ed by many. — Wa sh in g to n tetter. 


S I X T Y B U S H E L S P E R A C R E . 
As a calculatio n as to what can be 
do ne in the way of sustaining po pula­ 
tio n, the follo wing, fro m a Belgian co r­ 
respo ndent of the Ma rk La n e Exp ress, 
will be read with interest: 
“The little 
co untry of Belgium has fo ur hundred 
and eighty perso ns to the square mile, 
o r three to ev ery fo ur acres. 
That is, 
fo ur acres are to suppo rt three per­ 
sons. 
If the United States w ere equal­ 
ly cro wded the po pulatio n wo uld be 
1,650,000,000, o r mo re than the po pu­ 
latio n o f the whole wo rld. 
One acre, 
perfectly cultiv ated, can easily suppo rt 
one perso n. 
It is po ssible to pro duce 
sixty bushels of wheat on one acre, and 
this is equiv alent to the who le suppo rt 
o f at least two perso ns. 
It is simply a 
matter of calculatio n and management. 
Belgium shows what can bo do ne, and 
it is well done, fo r we do no t hear of 
distress in that busy co untry, no r of 
paupers, no r a rush of dissatisfied Bel­ 
gians cro wding away to better their 
co nditio n. 
It shows that high farming 
and excellent cultiv atio n of the soil are 
pro fitable, and may be taken as o ne of 
the facts that pro v e this to be a settled 
principle of agricultural eco no my.”

Physician. 
Carious Old B ooks» A Gambler Tu rued 
Qaack—M onumental Credulity of the 
Parlalana Many Years Ago. 


Rome industrious calculator has discov ered 
that there aro incident, or at least possible, 
to human life no less than 2,400 distinct dis­ 
orders with which the physician must con­ 
tend. 
In the midst of such an array of ene­ 
mies nature contends. 
“ Nature,” says a 
French philosopher, “ is lighting with disease; 
Mtfllnd man armed with a chib—that is, the 
physician—comes to settle the difference. 
He 
firtt tries tft make peace, and when he cannot 
do th is be lifts his club and strikes at random. 
If h e strikes the disease he kills it; if he 
strikes nature he kills the jwitient.” That may 
be an uncertain sort of philosophy, but it is 
Iwmo out by Napoleon, who once said to one 
of his court physicians: “ Believ o me, we luul 
1 tetter leav e off these remedies. 
Life is a 
fortress that neither you nor I know anything 
about 
Why throw obstacles in the way of 
its defence t Its own means are superior to 
all the apparatus of your laboratories. 
Med­ 
icine is a collection of uncertain prescriptions, 
the results of which, taken collectiv ely, are 
more fatal than useful to mankind.” 
MEDICAL BOOKS AND PRESCRIPTIONS. 
Sir Thomas Browno spends considerable 
time in disprov ing a common error of his 
time: that healing and the mysteries of medi­ 
cine were a g ift ljcstowcd with coronation 
upon royalty. 
This idea seems to hav e lieen 
v ery generally held. In 1010 a book was pub­ 
lished entitled, “ The Queenes Closet Opened; 
or div ers things necessary to 1» knowne col­ 
lected out of sundry books, oldo written, and 
now brote into one order. 
The sev eral things 
herein contained may bo Roen in the liookes 
and tables followinge, written in tho yenro 
of our Lordo God, 1010.” 
The titles of tho books were: “ First 
A 
coppye of all such medicines wherewith yo 
noble Count esse of Oxcnforde, most charit­ 
able, in her owue persone, did niaync greatc 
and notable euros upon poor neighbours.” 
The second book is entitled: “ Here l>eginneth 
a truo coppye of such medicines wherewith 
Mistress J ohan Ounstead, daughter unto tho 
worshipfule Mr. J ohn Ounstead, alderman of 
London, hath cured many forlomo and dead- 
lie diseases.” A sample of the prescriptions 
is as follows: “ To cure freckles, take the 
bloudo of a hare, annoynte them with it, and 
it will doe them away.” And another: “ For 
forgetting and weokeninge of the understand­ 
ing. 
If tho hearte, eye, or brayno of u block 
plov er be hanged about a man’s nock, it is 
profitable 
agaynste 
forgetfullnesse 
and 
sharpcth man’s understandings.” The book 
also contains a score of prescriptions against 
lov esickness, and innumerable philters and 
Jov e charms. 
In the year 17T6 a doctor trav eled ov er 
Germany who called himself tho “ Rainwater 
Doctor.” 
His remedy for all diseases was 
this one cure, eith er applied or taken inwardly. 
Wonderful cures were wrought, wo ore told, 
and multitudes flocked after him to be healed. 
A GAMBLER TURNED QUACK. 
Sanders has a story of a most notorious 
gambler of Paris named Mantacinni, who, 
hav ing squandered all his fortune, sought to 
retriev e his losses by turning quack. 
He 
started his carriage, and made tours of tho 
country, pompously professing to effect cures 
of all diseases with a single touch, or ev en a 
look. 
Failing in this he essayed a bolder 
claim, that of raising the dead at will. 
To 
remov o all doubt he announced that in a cer­ 
tain city ho would in fifteen days go to the 
churchyard and call to life all tho dead, 
though they had lx*en buried for years. This, 
of course, excited a general murmur against 
him, but ho at once went to the magistrate 
and asked to be put under a strict guard and 
held, to prev ent his escajx> until he had made 
good h is claim. 
This inspired the greatest 
confidence, and the whole city came to con­ 
su lt th e mighty sav ant and to buy h is eau do 
v ie. 
His consu ltations were nu merou s, and 
h e receiv ed tremendous fees. A t length , as 
th e day drew near, his confederate, wh o was 
attired as h is v alet, expressed h is fear, and 
su ggested an attem p t at escape.
